Garmaay, SUBJECT apologlsad for not having act Source upon his arrival in LKIPZIO^ 
bat explained that as a Journalist covering ths fair, he waa aztraMly busy. Soares 
axplalnad that he had been unable to handle HOiSHER's request regarding the location 
of Herr PETER3BI, which did not appear to be very iapoi-tant to SUaTCCT. Dlseussion 
concanring the ADS (irbsltBgeuainschaft fuer Deutsche Soldaten - Association of 
Carmari Soldiers) was not encouraged by HOEHER. Source asked whether It would ba 
possible to Meet field karehail von PAULU3; but was told that this was inpoatlble 
since von PAULU3 was ertrsBaly 111. Source and SUBJECT were never alone, slnoa 
SouLTce was always aeccsapanled by others who ware visiting the LEIPZIG fair and thalr 
escorts.
